We are doing and will do everything within our power to assure that none of our regular 
customers suffer through want of fuel oil In view of the extraordinary situation now prevail­ 
ing, we believe that this cannot be assured without the united cooperation of all of our hun­ 
dreds of customers, lf we are compelled to limit your supply# it will be in reduction ot «your 
annual consumption. Therefore, any oil you save now directly benefits you later. 
In fairness to our regular customers, we are not taking on any new fuel off accounts 
while the emergency exists. To the many prospective new customers who are calling us 
daily, we extremely regret our inability to serve you et this time, lf and when the shortage of 
fuel oil is overcome, we again will welcome new business.
